Oar Penal ItutUntlonm 


"The management of our state prisons Is 
a matter of great importance, and the 
pnrtlcular phase of the subject whloh just 
now compels the greatest attention of the 
public has reference to the proper manner 
of employing state prisoners. The two pen- 
itentiaries of the state contain, in round 
numbers, 2,B» convicts. 
It 
was long 
claimed that under the.old contract sys- 
tem our prison labor was .per mil ted to come 
Into destructive competition with the free 
!fl&pr Of our mute. The agitation of this 
question insulted In the adoption In 13M 
af the following amendment to the coti- 
ttltuUcn: 
" 'Hereafter tl shall be unlawfulfcr tht 
commissioners of any penitentiary or other 
reformatory institution In the state of Illi- 
nois to let by contract to any person or 
persona or corporations the tabor of any 
convict confined within said Institution.' 
"tt seemed la be supposed at the time 
this amendment was adopted that If the 
system then In force of letting the labor of 
convict^ by contract wo* abolished it would 
free oUFrslde labor from competition with 
convlct .'labor. But it i$ now irfade evident 
that' a system under which,-convicts .are 
«mployefl*irt various lines o(manufacture 
upon stale account;Jnvolves' competition- 
more disastrous to'free labor than w a* 
ever experienced even under Jhe old con- 
tract system, 
"One «ceat question to bvonawered in 
(ieterminlng upon & system of prison man- 
agement seems to be I his: *Hbw Car is pro- 
iluctlve-labor essential.In prisons to that 
reformation of tbe convict which tho law 
makes it the duty ot t,,e state to seek whitv 
punishing him for hls.crinies?' To pro tec i 
doclety against the lawless and criminal we 
n*u5t nave ofncers and courts, a police 
lorce, tar great emergencies a militia or- 
Cnnlxntion which can be relleo upon wiipn 
ordinary agencies Tall, Aa a part or inia 
yreat and necessary machinery or justice, 
ilevotfed to the protection of properly nnd 
life and the preservation of the peace, 
WL have our penitentiaries, where convict- 
ed laVf-hn?aSers are connned. 
All tins 
:machinery is properly .reeardnd as a chai ge 
upon the clttaens, the expe^ise of which 
di«y pay In exchange for protection. No 
tart of these government agencies has 
ever been regarded as a legitimate source 
»f revenue. People »xiMictJ to pay toi 
them rather than thai they shall he used 
to {produce revenue for the state? 
"The law under which convicts are sen- 
tenced commands that they shall oe kept 
:it hard labor while serving tneir sentences, 
end the higher law of humanity and lusLice 
forbids Uint they ihall either, be main- 
ttilned In Idleness at the expense of honest 
taxpayers or forced to tbe debasing dniog- 
cry or the treadmill or the crank which 
rmrkcd the barbarism of early attempt* 
to deal with crime. These convicts, wlta 
if exceptions—in case at Ut# senteacs*- 


oiust be rttunted to «tt«ty either better 
01 *on* th*n when received Into prison. 
ihls f^t, of supreme import&nce, musi . 
r Into anadeteri&lne u> A vreat extent 
kl| qtwstlona concernlnc their treatment 
IIM! eAployinent whlto in prlaon^b^Otttise 
f (hey *re released won* than wiren rc- 
clvfid the prison becomes & men*ce tn- 
*cead of a stfeeuud to society. At the 
tame time I flrnur believe tt to be the pl»in 
duty.of thefttftte ta reduce theLOonjp«fjtion 
cf convict labor with tree tabor to; the low- 
'•st point which Is floropntlbto with good' 
government bod: proper protection of so- 
ciety. Dnrlre the late canvass 1 took oc- 
casion to tb us declare my position. At the 
lucot time I sald~and I no* repeat—that 
ihe whole question Is burdened wltta .many 
aUncultlei, and 1 have novor pretended to 
fee my way clear to aprooer solution of all 
.be- problems Involved. In tbe nature of 
s there must be some competition, 
It should always be remembered in 
lne with this question i hat It every 
nble-bodled mm iri our penltenttartea was 
now dlschaTBing tbe duties 'of a good citi- 
zen, Instead of paying the penalties of hi* 
crime there woujd bo at this moment ex- 
octly that number of men more than there. 
are In full and active competition with the 
tood citizens of.onr mate a. ong all the vari- 
ous llnua of industrial effort. But, neverthe- 
less, our best .thought should be clven to 
the question of bow the competition ot 
son labor may be minimized and made 
little Injurious as possible to all honest 
workers In the various callings that may 
be affected by it. 
"Great chacses bsve oeen oiada In tha 
last four years, in the eondltlon and maji- 
agement of our prisons mi respect a. manu- 
lacturlnr. with file details of which I am 
not familiar. A full acquaintance with and 
llutJy of these conditions will be essential 
before any definite plans can be formu- 
lated. The people of the state have lately 
been taxed to pay the cost of purchasing 
expensive machinery and flttln* tip elab- 
orate factories In the prison atlouet, and 
It would be unfair to the people, vita nave 
aid this expense, to sacrifice all this out- 
ly before soraetnlnff adequate.to take Its 
place has been provided. 1 am Informed 
that In some states the labor of convict a 
Is largely devoted to the manufacture ot 
supplies for other state Institutions. Illi- 
nois has numerous public Institutions, 
which consume ISree quantities ot sup- 
plies, tor which the state- pays cash, if 
our convicts can be wholly or In part em- 
ployed In manufacturing supplies for stato 
consumption the competition thus created 
would seem to he more legitimate and less 
disastrous, than that which exists under our 
present system. . 


"Should the general assembly adopt mr 
suggestion that text books be provided for 
our common schools at public expense it 
might be found practicable to employ a 
large number of our convicts In the manu- 
facture of school books. 
"It may not a« practicable to make any 
Immediate or violent change from the sys- 
tem now In vogue, established and in- 
trenched" as It Is by so treat an expendi- 
ture from the public treasury, but i trust 
tho present legislature will at this session, 
through proiKf committees, Investigate 
this whole subject thoroughly, with a view 
to reform. 
"Without attempting to dictate a course 
of action to this body, I lies to assure you 
that the officers who snail he chosen to ad- 
minister those great trusts shall be in 
h»ar.t£. sympathy with every reasonable ef- 
fort that may _be put forth to remove, as 
far as It can be done, all just cause of com- 
plaint against convict labor. The prisons 
and ftsyiums of this state must be the last 
places where cupidity shall have a voice tn 
management, and In a! I leg! station wisely di- 
rected to these ends I promlne you tbe cor* 
dial cooperation of the executive. 


The Vuiruonlug tewefv 


"The constitution provides that 'the gov- 
ernor shall have power to erant reprieves, 
commutations and pardons after convic- 
tion for all offenses, subject lo such regu- 
lations as may be provided by law, relative 
to the manner of applying therefor,' -Thu 
pardoning power thus lodged In the gov- 
ernor is one which In Its very nature Is 
subjsct to abuse. All governors, I nm 
Rersuadcd, have used that power more or 
!Bs arbitrarily and without due regard to 
the real merit* of tbe cams passeS upon. 
?,?.'?« h,if,.b*IOT. ?lore Sften the fau't of tn» 
systetn than of the individual, fora wronp 
result Is likely to bo reached when the gov- 
ernor is honestly and fearlessly seeking to 
do his duty. The abuses of the system are 
Inherent in It, as a very Uttle consideration 
will show. 


"Nearly every convict who hai one or 


more friends of rtandlng or Influence sloier 
or later makes an application for a portlo". 
Tbe applications *& thus 
made very 
numerous, anu the papers aecompanvfne 
^f&^Z?* V6 .^"orally voluminous. 'The 
work of minutely examining all the par- 
don cases coming to a governor would I 
am .tolu, in itself 1* sufficient to occupy, all 
his time, leaving none to be devoteS to 
other importBnt duties. Unable, for want 
if time, lo mafce a full original in vest lea- 
flon of each case for himself, tbp "ovpr^o 
fs very naturally VcffiSfto paWn tiSse 
whose ft-ieuds are most ureent and plaus- 
ible, and, tn numbers, mostlmposlnB. But 
fj-fl™ 
°V thf tlict.ot "«'«* able *» ma(te 
a strong showing of influence to the gov- 
ernor Is by no means a safe criterion for 
iudelng the merits of a pardon cciso, ro- 
taiJSe (t may be for tho very reason that a 
£2S,vlSt,ls ™.»>P<ifallv«ly friendless thai he 
proved unable to resist conviction in a cdsc 
where the palliating circumstances would 
have been marshaled and made Into i posi- 
tive vindication had the accused nosstssed 
Influential friends. On the other hand, the 
tact that a man has received sen tenet- of 
punishment In spite of the fact that he had 
many strong friends to stand by him <t (He 
day of his trial Is often a circumstance 
ntrongly persuasive of his guilt. And yet 
those who; though active, were Una bis to 
secure the acquittal of ihe accused In a lu- 
dic I nlhmstl gallon, often succeed in secur- 
ing the governor's clemency after guilt has 
been legally established. 
"The pardoning power is itself an an- 
omaly—a survival from the days w^n a 
man could be lawfully gibbeted for stealing 
the worth of ten shillings. At this time. 
when tlio humanities have found expression 
In a far mpra lenient criminal code and a 
more enlightened procedure, when alt pi^- 
aumptlonB are Indulged In favor of Inno- 
cence, when severe punishments have heen 
abolished In all except the most heinous 
=rlmes, when the technically guilty general- 
ly escape, and when the highly fuUty are 
only convicted after a long and heated t -Int. 
It seems Illogical and most arbitrary that 
one man should be endowed with power, 
through mere caprice if he chooses t> in- 
lulge It, to overturn all the results of along 
and eiccenslve adjudication: 


"I do not say the pardoning power should 
be entirely abolished, even If the constitu- 
tional provision I have quoted would per- 
mit It,, but It should certomly be regulated, 
nnd I think It Is competent for the tegicla- 
lure to materially regulate Jt by statute. 
The practice of late Indulged of assuming 
lo retry cases In the governor's office upon 
their merits, on application for pardon, tSe 
governor thus constituting himself, not a 
alaoenser of clemency but a high court ot 
appeal, which assumes to reverse Judg- 
ments without the formality of airioTorof 
hearing or reiulng a word ot evidence, cer- 
tainly emphasizes the great necesjwitj ot 
some legislative action to curb and set 
Bounds to Ibis extraordinary power, which 
arose In the days when the executive was 
absolute. 


Board af Pardon*. 


"Boards of pardon have been established 
In a number of sister states, whose duty it 
is made to Investigate all applications for 
pardon and make recommendations of ap- 
propriate kction to the governor, t'rider the 
provision of the constitution, reserving to 
the legislature power to control the 'man- 
ner of applying' for pardons, it IB, I am ad- 
vised, competent to provide by statute that 
all applications for pardon shall be flrst 
mtiat' to the board of pardons to bo soes-- 
tabllnhed, and thus no case would come to 
the governor until It had been thoroughly 
Investigated By the board and appropriate 
recommendation made; and thin i fives tlga- 
tion should only be had upon due advertise- 
ment and notice to all parties concerned. 
-I AevlousLy and ardently favor some action 
by the present tegi stature tor the establish- 
ment or such a board tn this stato. Its exact 
functions and powers and Its mnthocs of 
procedure arc matters of detail which could 
bo fixed ..after examining tho workings of 
the system In sister states, where It has 
been tried.

Over 
nil Is a stale board of commissioners of 
public charities, composed olOv* members, 
ithoklBoserve without comjpensatlon. Tho 
state thus receives for nothing th^ serv- 
ices' ot ihese various noaida of eommla- 
sioners nnd trustees, and that kind of serv- 
ice la always the most expensive the state 
can receive. Trustee* do not and aught not 
to be expected to devote the time, under 
these clrcum stances, required for a proper 
discharge of tho duties Imposed. Superin- 
tendents aro left practically without any 
controlling head. Recommendations tor ap- 
propriations, while made In. the name of 
the trustees, have been those of the su- 
perintendents, They are often made upon 
Ino theory that the amount asked to be ap- 
propriated will be reduced by the legisla- 
ture, the ainount recommended for any 
Kfvea object being correspondingly raised' 
beyond that actually 
icqulrcd. 
»u- 
rertntejidents have thought It necessary 
to make frequent visits to the legislature 
when In seslon to secure what they r«- 
eard as proper legislation to the ouutlfeat 
neglect of their duties. 
' . . . . , . 
'=The state has outgrown this method of 
controlling these Important trusts. The en- 
tire scheme now In vogue Is unwieldy, cum- 
bersome, Inadequate and expensive. Some 
bettersystemoughttobeadopted. Ithere- 
fore recommend to the ^ legislature that 
ihe law providing for the appointment of 
a board of commissioners of public chari- 
ties. and also the law for the appointment 
of three trustees for1 each Institution be 
repealed; and In the place of these statute* 
a law be passed dividing the state charita- 
ble Institutions Into two classes and author- 
ising tha governor, by and with the O>n- 
sent of the senate, to appoint three com- 
missioners for each class, who shall receive 
such compensation aa will secure the serv- 
ices of thoroughly-competent business 
men. Who shall he clothed with ^auch 
powers, as far as practicable, as are now 
given by law to the ooard of commissioners 
of, public charities and the local trustees. 
The law should also provide that the com- 
missioners make annual reports to the. 
governor and at -the proper time prepare a 
careful and explicit statement of what leg- 
islative appropriations are required for 
the various Institutions under their charce- 
It Is believed that the adoption of Cms 
system or something similar to It will pro- 
duce a more economical and efficient man- 
agement than that now In force.

perform the SfiJ f»r,:t^;n? itXnate&'W 
emitted society. 1 will only add that 
whlls 1 am governor It Is my purpose to 
uake private property as 8SSUr* within 
the limits of this stale 04 anywhere on the 
civilized earth, so far as my personal efforts 
can secure that end.

"But we should not forget that property 
Is not represented alone by I urge accumula- 
tions. Many good citizens have bnc little, 
and tbe man who has but little must be pro- 
tected as well as he who lias much. Nay, 
more, the man who has nothing in the way 
at accumulations still has property, for the 
right to labor Is to him property. The op- 
portunities Inuring to Iilm from free and 
equal laws, which invite him to effort and 
Inspire him with hope, .tre to hlin proper- 
ty, and. If possible, a more sacred property, 
than any other, for labor and opportunity.! 
as has been well said, are antecedent to 
property and creators o( it. Flesh and blood 
are far more precious than silver and 
fold.

"A just caro for the rfglns of our labor-* 
ing people Is one of tlie highest objects ot 
.government. Of late years the mechanics 
and laborers of our country have formed 
extensive organIzattonR, through which 
they have secured to themselves important 
rights and bencllts. The object of thosaor- 
ganizatlons Is entirely legitimate, and rs- 
tiilts have demonstrated ilielr great value 
to the wage-earners ot the country. When 
capital aggregates Itself and forms vast 
comoin&ttoap, surely tabor has a rich* to 
do the 33me, and all legitimate efforts of 
the wage-earners of our country to wetter 
their condition should receive both moral 
ana legal encouragement. This Is particu- 
larly true, for the reason tlmt Jt Jg njtich 
more dlmcult for lahorci-s to combine tor 
industrial and moral ends than it la for 
capital. ' 


"The fact that there have liccn In the sajtt 
abuses growing out of labor organization* 
oueht not to blind us to the great value 
which they have often conferred upon ihelr ' 
members through that concerted action 
which organization enable!! them, to take 
Of course, where combinations of labor de- 
generate into mere agencies of oppression 
where they listen too much to the voloe of 
socialism and anarchy, which are. In fact 
their worst and most dangerous enemies1 
where they seek to dictate (hat others wtao 
desire lo do so shall not accept employ- 
ment, or where, tn more extreme cases, 
their more violent members wantonly^! 
stroy private property, they are to be curbed 
und suppressed by all the force ot the 
govern men t. exactly the same as those who 
engage in other forms of lawlessness
